Four 
USTs were removed at the Trading Post and two USTs at the adjacent Video Store on February 
23 rd and February 26 th , 1 999 respectively. The Trading Post and the Video Store are owned by 
the Gu Achi district of the Tohono O’odham Nation. 

Our review of the closure documents, dated March 1 ,1999 and analytical results for soil 
samples collected at the UST site indicates no hydrocarbon concentrations above appropriate 
EPA, Region IX or Tohono O’Odham Nation Solid Waste Regulatory Office (SWRO) soil 
cleanup levels. 

These sites do not appear to pose a current threat to human health and the environment.
